(Subject to change) 


Night Course 


The minimum length of this course covers a period of 
three years of six months each given continuously (eighteen 
months). There is no vacation excepting during legal holi- 
days. In other words, a student graduates eighteen months 
after date of enrollment. Hours daily (except Saturday and 
Sunday), 6:30 p. m. to 10:15 p. m. 


Day Course 


This course covers a period of three years of six months 
each given continuously (eighteen months). Those who 
desire it may receive their diplomas at the end of twelve 
months, with the privilege to return any time within two years 
to complete the other six months. This rule holds good with 
the day course only. Hours daily (except Saturdays and 
Sundays), 9 a. m. to 4:30 p. m.

Simplicity of Course 


What distinguishes our course above those taught by other 
schools is the extreme simplicity in which our course is 
arranged and systematized. By means of typewritten Jesson 
sheets all important facts are boiled down to a question and 
answer form. This very greatly assists the student in under- 
standing more clearly the lessons in the textbooks, and make 
our course easily acquired. This will appeal to those whose 
educational advantages have been limited.

Course of Study 
Anatomy 

This is one of the major subjects of study in this college. 
A comprehensive series of lectures are given covering the 
following branches of anatomy: 

Osteology (Bones) 

Myology (Muscles) 

Arthrology and syndesmology (Joints and ligaments) 

Neurology (Nerves) 

Splanchnology (Internal organs) 

Angiology (Vessels 

Adenology (Glands) 


Physiology 

This is one of the major courses in the art and science of 
Chiropractic. This continues through three terms of study. 
Brubaker’s textbook of Physiology is used. In the lessons 
and recitations every lesson is simplified by giving attention 
to the essentials only. 

Each subject in the book is taken up separately so as to 
give the student the advantage of reading his lessons during 
his study period; also confining the course closely to the text- 
book, the student more readily grasps the subject. 


Dermatology (Skin) 
Connective tissues 


Symptomatology 


A course in symptomatology is given to familiarize the 
student with the symptoms of disease. 


Neurology (Nervous System) 

The nervous system is one of the major subjects in our 
course of Chiropractic. Students will be drilled thoroughly 
in the anatomy and physiology of the brain, spinal cord, 
cranial and spinal nerves and sympathetic nervous system. 
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At the end of this course, students are expected to know the 
ramification of the complete nerve system of the body. 


The anatomy of the nervous system is demonstrated in a 
simplified way from charts, textbooks and lectures. In the 
physiology of the nervous system, the Chiropractic viewpoint 
is emphasized. It is pointed out how normal nerve activity 
is possible and abnormal activity produced. The student is 
taught how health (or ease) follows normal nerve function, 
and ill health (or disease) follows abnormal nerve function. 
The practical part of this course is given in the open clinic. 


Embryology and Histology 


These subjects are given as a combined course, as the indi- 
vidual organs are studied. In this way a great deal of time 


is saved for the student and also simplifies his studies. 
Pathology 


This subject is explained insofar as deemed necessary for 
the Chiropractor. As the Chiropractor does not need a clinical 
diagnosis to adjust the cause of disease, an extensive knowl- 
edge of microscopic pathology is not necessary. 


Chemistry, Bacteriology (Study of Bacteria and Germs) and 
Toxicology (Study of Poisons) 


This course is eight months long and is taught mainly by 
The purpose of teaching 
chemistry here is to make the study of physiology more com- 
plete. Many functions of the body are mainly chemical in 
their activities. Therefore a fundamental knowledge of 
chemistry is essential and valuable.

All ways of adjusting that have virtue are taught. 


Years of experience and our coming in contact with thousands 
of sick, have conclusively demonstrated to us the truth of the 
above assertion. A series of lectures is given describing the 
theory and philosophy underlying each method of adjusting. 
The Ross cervical adjustment, sometimes called the “Rotary,” 
has revolutionized the adjusting of the cervical region. This 
method was discovered by N. C. Ross, and, therefore, bears 


his name. Previous to this discovery, the methods of cervical 
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adjusting were very crude and frequently inefficient. This 
method is taught correctly at this institution only. 


_ The straightarm, or weight adjustic thrust, taught in this 
college only, is the most effective method in Chiropractic tech- 
nique. In the matter of superiority as to facilities and methods 
of teaching palpation and adjusting, this college has no equal. 


X-Ray (Spinograph) Course 
The use of the X-Ray machine in the practice of Chiro- 
practic is so well known and so well established that every 
Chiropractor should become familiar with this branch of work. 
This college gives a most thorough and practical training in 
X-Ray radiography. The charge 
complete with certificate is $50.00. 


It is an optional course. 


The X-Ray is not taught as a method of cure. The pur- 
pose is to picture the condition of the vertebral column.

That comparisons of such kind are both 
absurd and unjust can be easily demonstrated. Chiropractic 
has made so much that is taught in a medical school unneces- 
sary that Chiropractic students are exempted from studying 
that which is not only unnecessary, but what they believe has 
no virtue. Chiropractic has made unnecessary drugs and 
surgery. Therefore, if you eliminate these subjects you will 
have taken away about three-fourths of a medical course. 


Our students, proportionately, receive a longer and more 
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complete course than medical students get in their medical 
schools. 


Clinical Facilities 


Our clinics represent an extremely important feature of 
our institution. Without adequate clinical facilities, a Chiro- 
practic school would be an absolute failure. Hundreds of 
sick, daily, come to our college for free Chiropractic adjust- 
ments. They come from all over the country. Our students 
are brought in contact with these sick and are given individual 
instruction in the most practical manner. Our course, there- 
fore, is the most practicable possible, which means that our 
graduates do not have to practice on their patients. They 
receive a wealth of practical knowledge before they leave 
college.
